To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dummer: 

My  second  year  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  pro- 
vided me  with  more  insight  into  your  needs  as  well  as  given  me  an 
opportunity  to  get  to  know  many  of  you.  I  only  hope  I  will  get 
to  know  many  more  of  you  as  time  goes  on. 

Tuition  Costs 

The  major  increase  in  your  1973-74  school  budget  over  1972- 
73  can  be"  found  in  the  area  of  tuition.  The  increase  represents 
approximately  $10,000.00  over  the  current  year  or  an  increase 
from  $35,056.23  to  $45,537.20.

The  one  factor  perhaps  representing  the  greatest  impact  on 
your  budget  remains  the  number  of  children  attending  school 
from  your  community.  From  1962-63  to  1973-74  you  have  in- 
creased from  36  students  to  65  students.  This  represents  an 
increase  of  80.6%  over  the  numbers  of  children  you  had  in 
1962-63.  The  numbers  of  children  and  added  educational  costs 
represent  your  budget  and  the  problems  relating  thereto.

Your  proposed  1973-74  budget  of  $55,170.20  represents  an 
increase  of  $10,191.19  over  your  1972-73  budget  of  $44,979.01.
